purchasing public, the high price of cars owing to Customs duty, the 
condition of the home industry, and the impracticable nature of the 
country in many parts—which would be likely to impede their 
general acceptance in the near future. In spite of these impediments,. 
however, much has been done to popularise motor cars through 
exhibitions and trial races, with the result that the value of the 
imports of motor cars and motor cycles has increased tenfold since 
1906, and has all but tripled in the last two years. During this 
latter period taxi-cabs have become general in St. Petersburg and 
other towns. 

Imports from the United Kingdom constitute but a small portiom 
of the total. The latest detailed figures available are for 1910, im 
which year the imports of motor vehicles from Germany were: 881 
cars with four seats and more, 181 cars with less than 4 seats, 185 
lorries and chassis, and 652 motor cycles.

NEW COMPANIES LAW IN THE FEDERATED 
MALAY STATES. 


The Federated Malay States ‘‘Government Gazette” of 27th 
September contains the text of the “ British and Foreign Companies 
Enactment, 1912” (No. 9 of 1912), which came into force on that 
date. The Act provides, inter alia, that every company incorporated 
outside the Federated Malay States, having established a place of 
business or carried on business in the Federated Malay States prior to 
27th September, shall deposit certain particulars with the Registrar 
of Companies at Kuala Lumpur within four months from that date, 
and any such company establishing a place of business or com- 
mencing to carry on business in the Federated Malay States in future 
shall deposit the same particulars with the Registrar within three 
months from the date of establishing the place of business or com- 
mencing to carry on business. The particulars required are (a) a 
certified copy, in English, of the charter or memorandum and articles 
of association of the company; (b) a list of the directors of the 
company; and (c) names and addresses of one or more persons

resident in the Federated Malay States authorised to accept service 
of process and any notices required to be served on the company. 
The company must notify within six weeks any changes in the 
particulars deposited. All companies (other than a private company) 
are to file with the Registrar an annual statement of capital,

FINANCIAL AND ECONOMIC SITUATION IN ROUMANIA. 


According to an article in the “Frankfurter Zeitung” of 5th 
November, there is, as yet, no need for alarm in regard to the pre- 
vailing economic conditions in Roumania. Owing to the Balkan War 
the export trade has of course suffered very considerably ; the money 
market is somewhat strained, and thereare delays in effecting payments. 
Some firms have suspended payment, and very likely other cases of 
this kind will occur. On the whole, however, the present troubles are 
rather of a local nature. It is said that the country is quite strong 
enough financially to overcome the difficulties which are manifesting 
themselves without assistance from outside, providing of course that 
no new political dangers arise. Roumanian finances, concludes the 
‘Frankfurter Zeitung,” are really in a quite satisfactory condition. 
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FINANCIAL SITUATION AND INDUSTRY IN BULGARIA. 


The “Frankfurter Zeitung” of 10th November, states on the 
authority of a German Consul in Bulgaria, that commerce practically 
came to a standstill on the mobilisation of the Bulgarian troops. 
The only business being done at present is in connection with the 
purchase of military supplies of all kinds. Many private banks have 
either ceased business altogether, or are continuing only on a limited 
scale. ‘There is no prospect, as yet, of creditors being able to recover 
debts. Most of the Bulgarian business people are at the front, and 
the financial situation is such that those left behind are not able, 
however much they may desire, to fulfil their obligations. Foreign 
creditors, therefore, can only await the return of settled conditions. 
Nor can claims be legally proceeded with and proved. The courts 
and solicitors have suspended proceedings until hostilities cease. 
No redress can be obtained at present, therefore, even in the case of the 
protesting of bills. Nevertheless, the view is held, says the Consul, that 
when the Bulgarians settle down to business after the war, all financial 
obligations will be completely liquidated, the more so as the general 
state of affairs was sound enough before the outbreak of hostilities. 
Great care should be exercised in granting credit just now. Of course, 
in the case of well-established firms, a cash against delivery arrange- 
ment may be made without hesitation. Owing to the suspension 
of goods services on the Bulgarian railways a large quantity of 
merchandise has not reached its destination. In the case of goods 
which have not yet reached the Bulgarian frontier, shippers are 
recommended by the Consul either to arrange with the railway 
authorities for their return or for storage in Semlin or Galatz. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
OCTOBER, 1912.* 


I.— GENERAL. 

The trade returns for October, 1912, when compared with those 
for October, 1911, show increases in the values cf the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports both of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom, and of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in October was £71,026,531, an increase 
of £10,321,762, or 17:0 per cent., as compared with October, 1911; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £58,373,706, an increase of 
£6,159,296. ‘The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of £4,787,679, or 11:0 per cent., as com- 
-pared with October, 1911; whilst there is an increase of £1,371,617, 
or 15°8 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN OCTOBER. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from ne countries and British possessions with cargoes* during 
October, 1912, amounted to 4,244,221 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 5,857,945 tons, as against °B, 778,635 tons entered, and 5,151,348 
tons cleared, during October, 1911. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes* during maria sy 1912, 
amounted to 3 013,067 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,994 998 
tons, as against 2,828,697 tons entered, and 2,790,693 tons cleared 
in October, 1911. 


VI—TEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-OCTOBER. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes,* during the 
ten months, January-October, 1912, amounted to 38,207,332 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 50,977,665 tons, as against 34,892,536 
tons entered, and 49,039,807 tons cleared, during the ten months, 
January-October, 1911. With regard to the coasting trade, the ton- 
nage entered with cargoes* during the ten months, January-October, 
1912, amounted to 27,556,772 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
27.252,566 tons, as against 26,483,435 tons entered, and 26,073,600 
tons cleared, during the corresponding period of 1911.

The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declured by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland and 
Germany are returned at “declared” values. In 1910 and the first 
quarter of 1911 about one-third of the exports from Germany were 
returned at official values. he figures in italics wre bused, wholly 
or manly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under which 
they are shown. 

in the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption.

FORESTS, MINERALS, &. OF SIBERIA. 
Possible Effect on Industrial Development. 


The following is a summary translation from a Special Report 
<‘* Recueil Consulaire,” Volume 160, No. 2) recently prepared by 
the Belgian Minister to Russia, as a result of a two months’ official 
tour through Siberia :— 

An immense future is predicted for Siberia, and although the 
greatly increasing influx of settlers every year consists for the most 
part of Russian peasants, foreign capital is required for the develop- 
ment of industries. Mining companies registered in accordance with 
Russian law, and having a Russian director, may in practice be 
composed of foreigners, and foreign material may be employed 
without violating the letter of the law. 

Siberia contains half the forests of Asia, but it is impossible to 
estimate their total value, as great tracts are as yet unexplored. A large 
part of the forests belongs to the State. According to official figures, 
228,189,148 acres are under Government control, and the extent of 
forests in the Amur and Maritime Provinces is estimated at 
509,000,000 acres. The State is gradually acquiring new forests as 
they are discovered. The best kinds of timber are red and white 
cedar, yellow pine, oak and ash. Eastern Siberia and the Island of 
Sakhalin (the northern half of which is Russian) produce the best 
wood for pulp. 

It has been known for a long time that gold exists in abundance 
an Siberia, and in pointing out its importance writers have not 
exaggerated. The name, ‘“ Land of Gold,” which has been given 
to this immense tract of country, is quite justified. Although 
the Russian Government does not want to grant such facilities for 
gold mining as would attract prospectors from all quarters of the 
globe, yet the working of gold mines is, in practice, open to 
foreigners, provided the law is adhered to in the manner suggested 
above. In the case of the Island of Sakhalin, the province 
of Qusinski in the Government of Yenisseisk, and the Chinese 
frontier, exceptional authority must be obtained. In any event 
foreigners would be well advised to consult the Russian Mining Law, 
and to acquaint themselves in each particular case with all conditions 
as to terms of rental, royalties, etc. It appears from unofficial 
statistics that 664 permits have been taken out for gold prospecting 
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in Siberia which entail the employment of 30,000 workmen. Great 
activity is being displayed in prospecting for gold in the province of 
Amur, and there is little doubt that when the Amur Railway is. 
completed the output will be doubled. 

Very little has, as yet, been done towards working the silver mines 
of Siberia, owing to the depreciation in the value of silver. Over 
3,000 deposits are known to exist in Altai, of which not more than 
about 30 have been worked. The country north of Semipalatinsk is 
also rich in silver. Some important silver and lead mines exist in 
Transbaikalia. There are deposits of silver mixed with iron 200 
miles from Bobel-Odjal, in the district of Kharbarovsk, and also- 
between Bobel-Odjal and Vladivostok, about a mile from the sea. 

The mining district of Novo-Nikolaiev-Tomsk-Barnaul-Kunetsk 
contains considerable deposits of copper, as does the territory 
situated east and north of Semipalatinsk. There are also deposits to 
the north of Vladivostok. The production of copper in Siberia im 
1910 amounted to 200,689 pouds (about 3,210 tons) the whole of 
which came from Western Siberia. 

There is a large quantity of graphite in the Government of Irkutsk, 
near the river Bukahova, and in the Tukine mountains. Graphite 
also exists in the vicinity of Blagovestchensk, and particularly in very 
large quantities in a mountainous region. In the Jast-named case the 
deposits are at present for sale, and enquiries in this connection may 
be sent to Mr. Charles de Michaelis, Merchant, Warsaw. 

Semi-precious stones, such as jasper, rock crystal, nephrite, mala- 
chite, &c. exist in abundance in the soil of Western Siberia, as well 
as marble of different varieties. Marble, “lapis-lazuli,” &c. also 
exist in the mountains of the Government of Irkutsk. The regiorw 
of Nertschinsk, in Transbaikalia, is fairly rich in semi-precious stones. 
There is a mountain entirely of marble near the bay of Olga, in the 
Maritime Province, and it is said that the question of building a 
railway there is being discussed. 

Among the regions of Siberia richest in iron ore may be men- 
tioned those districts which lie between Novo-Nikolaiev, Tomsk, 
Barnaul and Kuznetzk, where there is also a good deal of copper and 
coal. Another district lies north of Semipalatinsk. Iron ore is also 
to be found in various places in the Government of Irkutsk, especially 
near the river Buhakova and in the Tukine Mountains. There are a 
good many deposits, too, in the Steppes. Iron ore has just been dis- 
covered during the construction of the road from Tiumen to Kurgan, 
in the Government of Tobolsk. It would be impossible to enumerate: 
all the mineral deposits which exist in Siberia, but mention should be 
made of the immense quantities of iron ore which exist, as yet 
untouched, in the Maritime Province, particularly north of Vladi- 
vostock (see p. 361 of the present issue of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal”). 

The coal mining industry has developed by leaps and bounds since 
the opening of the Trans-Siberian Railway. The richest coal deposits 
appear to be situated in the square formed by the towns of Novo- 
Nikolaiev, ‘'omsk, Barnaul and Kuznetzk. Some twenty collieries 
there are State-owned. From investigation, however, it appears that 
the greatest quantity of coal is contained in the Amur Province.

This Ordinance, which proposes to repeal the 
Game Ordinances of 1906 and 1910, provides, inter alia, that no person 
may, except under certain conditions, export from the Protectorate 
for sale, or sell, purchase or expose for sale within the Protectorate, 
any head, horn, bone, skin, feather, flesh, or any other part of certain 
scheduled animals or birds, unless such animals, &c. have been kept 
in a domesticated state. 

It is provided, however, that elephant ivory or hippopotamus tusks 
which have been lawfully obtained may be exported, purchased or 
sold. The export, &c. of ivory which has been obtained in contraven- 
tion of the Game Laws is prohibited, as is also any elephant tusk 
weighing less than 30 lbs. or any piece of ivory which formed part of 
a tusk under 30 lbs. in weight. 

The Governor, or any other authorised person, is empowered to 
possess, sell or transfer any ivory belonging to the Government, but 
all such ivory exported, &c. must be distinctively marked in pre- 
scribed manner. 

The export of curios which may be made from female or immature 
ivory may be permitted. 

Provision is also made in the draft Ordinance for the issue of 
licenses to hunt, kill, or capture a certain specified number of various 
species of animals.

sugar produced in that country. In the case of sugar coming from 
countries which grant bounties, the amount of such bounty must be 
set out in the certificate in order that the provisions of Article 2 of the 
Law may be complied with. Importers of sugar from countries which 
are parties to the Brussels Sugar Convention, and also importers of 
sugar at reduced rates of duty in virtue of Decrees issued under 
Article 3 of the Law, are not required to produce such a certificate. 

The Decree also lays down in detail the procedure to be followed in 
cases contemplated by Articles 5 and 5 of the Law (~e., in cases of 
the temporary reduction of Customs duty when the wholesale price of 
sugar in the Buenos Aires market rises above the figure fixed by 
the Law); and contains other provisions respecting the application of 
the Law.

‘The length of the fairway 
is to be 17 miles and the breadth will range between 1,500 feet and 
3,600 feet. Two-thirds of Moji harbour will be dredged to a depth 
of 33 feet, and in Shimonoseki harbour about 3,600,000 square feet 
will be dredged to a depth of 25 feet; two powerful sister dredgers 
are being used for this work. The Japanese Diet voted a continuing 
appropriation of £1,200,000 in respect of these works, to extend 
over a period of ten years from 1910. A sum of £50,000 was 
expended in 1910, £100,000 in 1911, and £60,000 in 1912. 

The Acting Consul also reports that in connection with the above- 
mentioned harbour works, it has been decided to reclaim nearly 
7,000,000 square feet on the eastern side of Hiroshima. Work will 
probably be begun in 1913. (C. 8,633.) 





MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


UNITED KINGDOM. 


A formal investigation was held at Birmingham on 30th and 31st 
October and lst November into the circumstances 
attending the explosion of a boiler which occurred 
in that city on 22nd April last. The Commis. 
sioners found that the explosion was caused by the 
failure of the shell plate at the back end of the boiler in a line with 
the brickwork forming the cover to the side flue, the material of the 
plate at this point having been so reduced by external corrosion as to 
render it unfit to withstand any useful working pressure, The roof 
of the house in which the boiler was placed was out of repair and 
allowed the rain water to fall on the top of the boiler, and the

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corrosion of the plate had thus been brought about by contact with 
damp brickwork. The Commissioners also found that proper 
measures were not taken by the owner to ensure that the boiler was 
worked under safe conditions, and that he was guilty of grave neglect, 
but taking into consideration the very frank way in which he had 
given his evidence, the fact that his business had come to an end, an 
other alleviating circumstances, he was ordered to pay £15 oni 
towards the cost of the investigation. (M. 13,133.)

The chief grants are intended for the Liuberets Works 
near Moscow (the newly-established agricultural machinery works of 
the American Harvester Company), which propose to turn out from 
7,000 to 10,000 reapers and from 2,000 to 4,000 sheaf-binding 
machines during 1913; for the Maltsoff Works for a proposed 
output of 350 portable engines; for the Aksai Works at Nakhivan- 
on-Don for a proposed output of 5,000 reapers with self-ejecting 
apparatus; and for John Grieves & Company’s Works for a pro- 
posed output of from 3,000 to 4,000 similar machines. In addition 
to these, the Ministry anticipates that some of the locomotive and 
wagon works, for want of orders for their usual manufactures, will 


turn their attention to portable engines and threshing machines.

RUSSIA (SIBERIA). 


In an article on mining in Siberia, the “ Nachrichten fiir Handel ” 

(Berlin) of 28th October states, on the authority 
Iron Ore Deposits. of the Vladivostock Bourse Committee, that the 

Government of the Maritime Province will probably 
before long become the centre of an important iron industry. The terri- 
tory comprised between the Olga and Vladimir Bays contains iron of a 
high grade. The deposits lie about ten miles from the coast. The 
bays are well sheltered, so that Sakhalin coal, or if necessary coke, 
could be easily brought there. Only lack of capital has prevented 
smelting works from being erected. No doubt the authorities would 
have erected works on their own initiative, but only 2,000,000 pouds 
(about 32,000 tons) of iron and steel are required for local needs, and 
it has been found more expedient to procure it from outside. A 
great impetus would be given to the iron and steel industry if more 
facilities were granted for the coasting trade and premiums granted 
for shipbuilding and navigation, &Xc.

Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom with Foreign Countries and 
British Possessions” for the year 1911 have been issued, and may be 
purchased* at a cost of 5s. 5d. for the first volume and 3s. 6d. for the 
second. This publication, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive 
information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first 
volume abstract tables for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements 
of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to each country, 
and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &o, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the

Abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities ; 
Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being 15s. 2d.

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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


1171. Carpenters and joiners engaged in keeping in repair and 
fixing portable floor structures which form coverings over public 
baths. 


1172. Workmen described as pewterers and plumbers, and 
engaged wholly or mairly in bars and similar premises in— 
(1) covering bar sinks with pewter or block tin ; or 
(2) fixing lead beer piping or block tin piping in connection 
with beer engines. 
1174. Workmen described as mechanics and their assistants, and 
engaged wholly or mainly in repairing sewing machines. 
1178. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
mechanically-actuated petrol air gas apparatus. 


1180. Workmen employed by manufacturers of hosiery machinery, 
and described as needle squarers. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


1176. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in painting figures, 
letters and limiting marks on pressure gauge dials. (Application 62.) 


1177. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in grinding and 
polishing glass plates used for water gauge protectors and water 
level indicators. (Application 62.) 


1179. A workman engaged wholly or mainly in repairing tubes 
used in Axminster carpet weaving. 


Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published. 
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
